STATE OF MAINE.

The Committee on the Public Buildings, to whom was 
referred jthe order of the 20th January, requiring of the 
Secretary of State to be '' laid before the House the sev- 
eral appropriations made and expended in erecting the 
Insane Hospital; also any estimate heretofore made of the 
probable cost of said building," with the answer of the 
Secretary thereto, 

REPORT. 

By a Resolve of March 8, 1834, the sum of twenty thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated, on condition that a like 
sum be raised by individual donations. The sum of ten 
thousand dollars was subscribed by Benjamin Brown, Esq. 
of Vassal borough, and before the expiration of the time 
limited in the Resolve, the Hon. Reuel Williams, of Au- 
gusta, also subscribed ten thousand dollars, making the 
sum necessary to secure the appropriation from the State. 

By the statement of the Secretary it appears that from 
this appropriation the sum of $3,075 was paid in 1835. By 
an act of 1836, a further sum of $8,000 was appropriated, 
by which act the unexpended balance of the appropria- 
tion of 1834 was cut off. By subsequent acts, in 1837 the 
sum of $24,975, in 1838 the sum of $29,500, and in 18S9 
the sum of $15,000, have been appropriated, to which has 
been added the sum of $421 48, making an aggregate of 
eighty thousand nine hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
forty-eight cents ($80,971 48) actually expended for the 
purchase of the site and erection of the building. Th« 
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amount received from individual donations has been paid 
into the Treasury and applied to the ordinary expenses of 
the Government. Mr. Williams has paid in the whole 
amount of his subscription. Mr. Brown has given his ob- 
ligation to pay ten thousand dollars, and in part payment 
has conveyed to the State a farm in Augusta valued at 
f4,000, leaving a balance of $6,000 yet unpaid. The 
farm has been sold for $4,000, and the payment secured 
by good notes, and also by mortgage. 

No original estimate of the cost of the building is to be 
found on the files of the Executive Department. 

With the funds thus appropriated by the State, a build- 
ing for an Insane Hospital Has been erected on the eastern 
bank of the Kennebec river, opposite the State House; for 
the accommodation of one hundred and twenty patients. 
The outer walls are of unhewn granite, and all the parti- 
tion walls between the cells and rooms are of brick or 
stone : the windows with iron sash. It is warmed and 
ventilated in every part by means of furnaces in the cel- 
lar, and water of the best quality is carried by aqueducts 
throughout the building, as high as the third story. The 
attic is designed for a chapel, where the insane will meet 
weekly for religious worship, or it may be used for other 
purposes. There are upwards of seventy acres of land at- 
tached to the institution, nearly all of which is suitable 
for tillage. 

An appropriation of $25,000 was last year estimated to 
be necessary to complete the building. Only $ 1 6,000 was 
appropriated. The building in consequence remains un- 
finished in the inside work. The amount now wanted to 
complete it is estimated by the Superintendent and Archi- 
tect, at nine thousand dollars. 

It has been supposed that, restrained by severe economy, 
and regarding the straitened finances of the State, ^part of 
the buiUing might be finished and made ready for patients, 
and one wing at least left to be finished, hereafter. But 
your Committee are satisfied that sound economy requires 
the whole to be finished before any part is occupied, not 
only because it will cost less to do the whole at once than 
to make several jobs of it, prolonging the pay of overseers 
of the work, but because the presence and noise of work- 
men would disturb the insane occupants. Besides it is 
necessary not only to keep the male and female patients 
in diflTerent wards or divisions of the building, but also to 
classify and keep entirely separate the individuals of dif- 
crent ages, conditions and degrees of insanity. Those 
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who are convnlescent must not come in contact with newfy 
acimiltccl and raving mnnuics, nor with tho incurable in- 
sane. For those reasons we are of opinion ihut the build- 
in;^ shouiii b«; fiiiibhcd atonce. It may not be necessary to 
furnish it all as soon as finished. 'J'lie requisite furniture 
may bu obtained as soon as it is wanted, at tlie discretion 
of the Governor and Council. Some portions of this may 
be made by the patients themselves. This has been done 
in other similar institutions, particularly the making of 
quilts and other articles of bedding, by the female pa- 
tients. 

The estimated cost of furnishing the Asylum complete 
is ten thousand dollars; but your Committee believe, as 
the building will not be ready before the first of July, that 
a judicious expenditure of four thousand dollars will pro- 
cure all the furniture that may be wanted between that 
time and the next meeting of the Legislature. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that no time should 
be lost in completing the building and using it for the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. Upon no branch of 
science has there been such rapid and successful improve- 
ment in our day as in the treatment of the insane. Until 
a period comparatively recent, insanity has been deemed 
an incurable disease. The universal opinion has been 
that it was an awful visitation from Heaven, and that no . 
human agency could avert the judgment by which it was \ 
inflicted. During the prevalence of this opinion, as all 
eflbrts to restore the insane were considered unavailing^ 
the attention of their friends and the most benevolent in 
the community was at the best only directed to their com- 
fortable subsistence while they survived, and to the pro- 
tection of the community froir their violence. Hence 
they were immured in dungeons or confined in cages, or 
chained in cellars or garrets, or shut up in county jails 
and poor houses. Not having discretion to be tru|^ed with 
fire in their apartments, and many of them too insane to 
keep clothing on their persons, their sufferings, particu- 
larly in our northern climate in winter, must have been 
intense. Thus treated, there could indeed be no hope of 
recovery. On the contrary, they were sure to grow more 
raving and dangerous, or sink into confirmed and passive ^ 
imbecility. The poor maniac, considering every human 
being as his enemy, and holding his janitor in particular 
abhorrence, permitted no one to approach him, and therefore 
remained unshaven, filthy, and repulsive to the last degree. 
His unventilated dangeon was loaded with intolerable 
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stench, and the rags which he suffered to remain upon hid 
person were filled with vermin. There might be eyes to 
pity, bnt there were no hands to relieve. Sometimes, to 
subdue his ravings and compel him to obedience and quiet, 
he was beaten with cudgels, his body covered with bruises, 
or he was reduced by starvation, and subjected to a course 
of discipline which indicated almost as great insanity in 
his keepers as in the wretched maniac. The multiplied 
instances of extreme cruelty, wretchedness and suffering 
which have been brought to light in the publications of the 
Prison Discipline societies and the reports of the trustees 
and superintendents of insane hospitals in various States 
in the Union, are enough to freeze the blood of the reader. 
We can only refer you to these publications for the informa- 
tion, and submit to you whether it is not probable the 
State of Maine affords its full quota of suffering maniacs. 

But thanks to the persevering energy of a few benevo- 
lent men, these cruelties are every where about to cease. 
It is now demonstrated that insanity is a physical disease, 
and that with proper medical and moral treatment, it 
yields with more readiness than ordinary diseases. Dr. 
Woodward, the intelligent and skilful superintendent of 
the Massachusetts Lunatic Asylum at Worcester, in his 
4th annual report, says : 

"No disease of equal severity can be treated with 
greater success than insanity, if the remedies are applied 
sufficiently early. If, however, the early symtoms of insan- 
ity be neglected till the brain becomes accustomed to the 
irregular actions of disease, or till organic changes take 
place from the early violence of those actions, then the 
case becomes hopeless of cure. In this situation, in too 
many cases, the victim of this deplorable malady is cast 
off by his friends, thrust into a dungeon or in chains, there 
to remain till the shattered intellect shall exhaust all its 
remaining energies in perpetual raving and violence, till 
it sinks into hopeless and deplorable idiocy." 

Among the individuals who have contributed largely to 
throw light upon the subject in this country, is Dr. Pliny 
Earle of Philadelphia, who in 1837 and 1838 visited 
thirteen asylums for the insane in Europe. The result of 
his observations was published last year in Philadelphia. 
Some of these European asylums have been established 
many years, with gradual and progressive success. Most 
of them, however, have been established within the last 
thirty years. One of the oldest is La Salpetrieref near 
Paris, established by Louis 1 4th, in 1&56. It is devoted 

18 
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txclaaiyely to females, and contains 4,500 beds. It is a 
vast asylum for the poor, or (>auper village. The depart- 
ment devoted to the insane is the most extensive in the 
world, the number of patients usually exceeding one thoth 
tand. The number of admissions is about 500 per annum, 
the number discharged SOO, deaths 200. The cures are 
'33 per cent, of all admitted, which is thought to be a good 
number, considering that a great portion of them are per- 
sons discharged from other hospitals as incurable. 

Iai Bicetre is two miles from Paris. It is for men 
alone, and nearly as large as La Salpelriere. Both these 
institutions owe their extent and efficiency to the indefati- 
gable and benevolent Pinel, the Howard of France, • 
whose name should be enrolled among the bepefactors of 
mankind, end his fame cherished when the conquerers of 
the world are forgotten, or remembered only as the bcout- 
ges of their race. 

At Ckarenton is another insane hospital. All these are 
provided tn French tasle, with billiard tables, flower gar- 
dens, and etery means of amusement and exercise. 

In England, Dr. Earle found the insane poor more 
profitably, and doubtless more beneliciBlly employed. At 
the Middlesex County Asyium, at Hanwell, of the 600 
patients, mostly insane poor, more than 400 were regularly 
employed in profitable labor, such as cooking, brewing, 
washing, tailoring, shoe making, cabinet making and car- 
penter work. Most of them were incurably insane, and 
yet, by kindness and skilful management, they were ren- 
dered so docile that no accident had occurred from trusting 
them with edge tools. 

The asylum at West Riding, in York, was established 
in 1818. From that time to 1837, there were 2,S42 pa- 
tients, of whom 709 had died, 1,224 been discharged, and 
309 remained. The cures amounted to 996, or 44 1-5 per 
cent, of the whole, end this is perhaps rather above the 
average of cures at the various hospitals on the continent, 
some of which more resemble ancient prisons than the 
modern structures built for the purpose. 

The Eetreat, near York, is for more wealthy patients, 
but it is found that these require very similar treatment. 
Samuel Tuke, one of the founders of the institution, told 
Dr. Earle be was satisfied that labor, properly pursued, 
was the most efficient auxiliary in effecting a cure, and 
that the superiority of the treatment at the asylum atSieg- 
burg, on the Rhine, over all other, arose simply from the 
managers having succeeded in indiKing, not compeUi»g, 
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the wealthy ^patients to lab^r: and rural labors^ of all 
others, were believed to be the most healthy and benefi* 
cial. If this be so^ the farm attached to the Maine Asy* 
lum may all be cultivated like a garden by the hands of 
the insane patients. 

Dr. Earle visited asylums at Amsterdam, Utrecht and 
Antwerp in the Netherlands, where the cures were about 
40 per cent. He visited one in Milan and one in Malta^ 
and he even found one in Constantinople, but the manage^ 
ment of it partook largely of the general character of 
Turkish civilization. The patients were all chained. Of 
coarse there were no cures, and little abatement of insane 
symptoms. 

The number of insane persons in Great Britain has been 
estimated at about one to every thousand inhabitants. 
But more thorough investigation has shown that in many 
districts there is one in eight hundred, and this estimate is 
believed to be nearly correct in the United States. 

By reference to the Maine Resolves of 1834 (page 657) 
it will be seen that the report of the committee on the 
laaane Hospital for that year, estimated the whole number 
of insane persons in the State at 562, or about one in 800. 
The number is certainly not less now : and yet we have 
iko asylum in the State, public or private, to which one of 
them can be sent. 

In Massachusetts, besides the McLean Asylum at 
Charlestown, and the State institution at Worcester, 
whi4sh has lately been enlarged, there are several private 
hospitals,- and a new public one for the city is about to be 
erected at South Boston. 

In Connecticut, the Retreat at Hartford has existed for 
many years, and appropriations have been made for a new 
State institution. 

Vermont has commenced one at Montpelier. 

New Hampshire and New Jersey have made some pro- 
gress in establishing State asylums, with aid of individual 
donations. 

Ohio has had one similar to ours in operation more than 
a year. It had admitted 157 patients on the 1st De- 
cember last. 

Kentucky has expended $30,000 upon one. 

South Carolina has expended jtlOO,000 on one at Co- 
lumbia, the capital of the State. 

Tennessee has erected one at Nashville. 

Pennsylvania has a number. One of them, the oldest 
in tbe United States, was established by William Penn. 



13S INSANE HQSPITAL. 

New York has an old asylufti at Bloomingdale, to which 
the Legislature gave $10,000 annually for 20 years. A 
new one has been commenced at Utica, to which the State 
has given $125,000; — estimated cost near half a miltioih 
of dollars, — to accommodate 1,000 patients. An asylum 
for the city has been commenced at Blackwell's Island^ 
which, though only one wing is finished, is ready for the 
admission of 200 patients. 

We mention these facts, not merely because they are 
interesting in themselves, but as going to show that en- 
lightened public sentiment every where requires speedy 
and efficient measures for therelief of the unfortunate and 
hitherto neglected portion of the human family who have 
been bereft of their reason. 

Were we to look only to the improved condition of the 
incurably insane, we should find abundant reason for 
adopting the modern course of hospital treatment. Even 
on the narrow score of expense in taking care of them, 
the asylum presents its advantages, particularly if they 
can be made to labor ; but when we consider that each 
insane person, not shut up in a county jail, is the subject 
of anxious care, disquietude and apprehension to whole 
families, and sometimes to whole neighborhoods, the value 
of an institution where all these can be collected together, 
made comfortable and kept quiet, can hardly be appre- 
ciated. But superadded to all this is the overwhelmning 
truth, now well established in the best institutions of Eu- 
rope and the United States, that by a timely application 
of remedies, more than nine out of ten cases of insanity 
can be perfectly cured. 

The seventh report of the London Prison Discipline 
Society, published in 18:27, shows that in the Retreat at 
York, of forty patients admitted within three months after 
the first attack, the whole number were restored 4o their 
friends, recovered. Of those admitted after three and 
within twelve months after the commencement of the 
malady, the proportion of cures was as 25 to 45, but of 
those whose disease was of more than two years standing, 
the proportion of cures was only as i 4 in 79. The exper- 
iments of Dr. Barrows at his private asylum in England 
exhibits similar results, and the same results are effected 
in asylums in this country. At the Hartford Retreat, of 
recent cases, 91 per cent, have been cured, and at Wor- 
cester more than this has been done in a succession of 
years, while of long standing cases, where the disease had 
become chronic, not more than twelve per cent, have been 
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cured. The report of the Worcester Institution for 183S 
says : 

'< The 12th table of the Superintendent shows that upon 
the proper and usual basis of computation, the proportion 
of cures at this hospital in recent cases, that is in cases of 
less than one year's duration at the time when received, is 
ninety-four per cent: while the proportion of cures in 
cases of more than five year's duration has been only 
twelve and a half per cent.: and in cases of more than ten 
years* duration aaly three and a half per cent J*'* 

From the same report we read— 

" During the six years of the existence of the hospital 
eight hundred and fifty-five insane persons have partaken of 
its remedial treatment. Of this number three hundred 
and forty-four have recovered their lost reason. The 
residue, with few exceptions, have been reclaimed from a 
state of nakedness and filth; from ferocity which assaulted 
relatives and friends with deadly intent ; from melancholy 
which poured itself out in continual tears — to a quiet, an 
orderly, and to a great extent a cheerful community, 
observant of the decorous usages of civilized life." 

Dr. Woodward, the superintendant, makes the following 
striking remarks : 

" While this paragraph is being written, with every 
room in this large establishment occupied, amounting in 
number to more than two hundred and thirty patients^ but 
one individual, either man or woman, in our wards, has 
upon his or her person any restraint whatever. Five only 
are in strong rooms in consequence of violence; the 
remainder of the strong rooms are occupied by imbeciles 
and idiots, because we have no other pl&ce for them to 
occupy. Of this number of insane persons, a very great 
portion of whom were sent to the hospital '< furiously mad 
and dangerous to go at large," two hundred and twenty 
at least set at the table at their meals, use knives and forks 
and crockery like other boarders, and generally conduct 
themselves with decorum and propriety." 

We might go on to quote facts and observations of a 
highly interesting character, but we fear we have already 
exceeded our limits. Our excuse must be in the anxious 
solicitude we feel to have this important subject well 
understood, and the urgent demands of humanity for the 
speedy completion of the asylum of this State, properly 
appreciated. What more need your Committee say to 
satisfy you that no time should be lost in putting the hos- 
pital in operation ? We should be unworthy successors of 
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the benevolent men who originated the institution, and 
have carried it forward almost to completion, if we hesi- 
tated to finish what they so wisel; begun. As well might 
we delay extending a helping hand to a fellow being sink- 
ing beneath the waves before our eyes, and within our 
reach. While we are deliberating, there are insane per- 
sons in the State whose minds are sinking constantly and 
rapidly beneath the swelling flood of oblivious madness; 
while others, already past recovery, are confined in cold, 
damp dungeons, without fire, suSering the rigors of a 
northern winter, and the gloomy horrors of cheerless sol- 
itude. 

As the building already erected will not contain more 
than a fifth part of the insane in this State, it seems to 
be proper that some rules for the admission or rejection 
of applicants should be adopted. Your committee are 
not prepared to recommend any such rules before it is 
known what applications may be made. They however 
cherish the hope that before the present generation shall 
have passed away, and when death shall have thinned the • 
ranks of the incurables, so that none but new cases shall 
be presented, and when too the means of preveniion shalt 
be better understood through the agency of the annual 
reports and other publications on thia subject, the number 
of insane in the State will be reduced to one-^& of its 
present number; and that instead of their being one ^ 
insane person in 800, there will not be more than one in 
4000, and nearly all these under perfect discipline, less 
exposed to bodily and mental sufiering than the great 
mass of the community. 

Your committee therefore recommend the passage of 
the annexed Resolve.

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FISHERIES. 

STATE OF MAINE. 



In Senate, March, 1840. 

The Joint Select Committee, appointed to take into 
consideration an order relating to the action of Congress 
upon an Act givine a bounty to '* vessels engaged in the 
fisheries," havehad the same under consideration, and ask 
leave to Report, 

That the movement recently made in the United States 
Senate, to repeal the Act givmg a bounty to '' vessels en- 
gaged in the fisheries," is decidedly against the interest 
and well being of our State. Such a movement having 
been made at the last session of Congress, and having 
again been brought forward at this session, we must avow 
that it has not failed to alarm our fears ; and as Represen- 
tatives of the people of this State, we are bound to inter- 
pose our remonstrance to the same, and to call upon our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress to use their 
exertions to prevent the repeal of said Act, that the inter- 
ests of our State and the country may still remain pro- 
tected by its wholesome provisions. 

The Committee do not consider the repcAling of this 
Act a mere question of dollars and cents ; but as a ai/es^ 
ure immediately affecting our State policy. It connects 
itself directly or indirectly with most of the great inter- 
ests of the State. Its repeal would inevitably retard the 
general prosperity of the State, and materially injure our 
ship building, commerce, navigation and fisheries. 

When a country is favorably situated in climate and soiU 
and every part of it is equally favored, it requires less sjiill 
to render the people happy and prosperous. Sonie ppr- 
tions of this Union are thus favored ; and though, we are 
not equally blessed with some other States, we possess 
adjirantages, which properly watched and cherished, will 
conduce more to the lasting interests of our comiaon 
country than portions so favored by nature*. If the coa^ 
of Maine, is in some parts sterile, it stretches along nearfy^ 
three hundred miles, equal to one quarter of the whole 
Atlantic coast, and possesses as many harbors and inlets 
for vessels as all the rest of the coast of ithe United States. 
Nature herself seems to have pointed out the course of 
policy to be pursued. Luxuriant plains produce trees fit 
only for shelteV ; but in the bleak wilderness of the north, 
rise the pine, the oak and the cedar ; and on the rocky 
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coast and inhospitable shores of the north, are found the 
inexhaustible riches of the ocean* The very circumstances 
of the soil not yielding of the fruits of the earth so 
abundantly, has been favorable to our engaging largely in 
navigation, in ship building, and in the fisheries. No 
State in the Union is so favorably situated for these 
branches of business as Maine. So far as our means and 
capital would allow, no State is so largely engaged in these 
branches. The fishing bounty, giving encouragement to 
our young men to engage in the fishing business, and to 
pursue it as a calling, has contributed to the prosperity of 
our ship building, by employing vessels of a small burthen. 
The habits of life, formed by those engaged in the fishe- 
ries^ have made sailors out of fishermen, and trained up a 
race of seamen as fearless, as skilful and prudent as any 
others in the world. These have contributed to the 
advancement of our navigation by their engaging in the 
merchant service and in coasting. These have also con- 
tributed alike to the prosperity of those engaged in ship 
building. Although in some other States the fishing 
business has greatly diminished, it is believed that it has 
not in this State. Many places have embarked largely in 
it within a few years, which formerly scarcely sent out a 
single vessel. While it is said that the amount of tonnage 
engaged in the cod fishery has diminished from 107,000 
to less than 60,000 tons, it is believed that it has actually 
been on the increase in this State, by being transferred 
from Massachusetts, where it formerly chiefly centered, 
to places nearer the great fishing grounds. 

But it is not alone a matter of State policy — ^it is a mat- 
ter of great national policy. It is to the encouragement 
offered by this fishing bounty that we are indebted for our 
superiority in navigation. The fisheries have been a nur- 
sery for seamen, which has furnished your vessels of war 
and merchant service. In times of war and peril, this 
Boorce of national defence will be indispensable. A sailor 
cannot, like a soldier be made in a single year ; he must 
have a long course of training from his youth upwards. 
This training is no where so successfully had, as in our 
coasting trade and fisheries. It is here that the early hab- 
its are formed — that calm fearlessness in danger so essen- 
tial to safety — that endurance of watching, exposed to the 
severe storms of our northern ocean — that quiet patience 
under disappointments in weather or in the successful 
pursuit of their object — that skill in managing their craft, 
in which for months they remain on the fishing banks. 
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mihoul landing, in the midst of the gforms and fogs from 
the gulf. It is to this source of supply, of men thus trained 
in the fisheries, that we are to depend for- manning our 
vessels in the merchant service, in peace, to carry on our 
foreign commerce successfully ; and when that commerce 
is obstructed by war, they are ready to engage in our naval 
service. When an emergency arises, and his business is 
destroyed, the gallant sailor will require no unconstitu- 
tional impressment to lead him to obey the calls of patri* 
otism. Behind his wooden walls, floating upon the ocean, 
be will interpose a shield for our defence. In the hour of 
peril, along the whole Atlantic coast, we must depend 
upon the bravery of the hardy mariner for protection. A 
rival nation, boasting herself to be the mistress of the 
ocean, now lays claim to a large portion of our State ter- 
ritory ; and however we may deprecate the miseries of 
war« the fact cannot be disguised, that causes of strife 
exist, which if not settled peaceably soon, must inevitably 
lead to that result. Whenever that event comes, it must 
be a war principally upon the ocean ; for freemen can 
defend their iather-Jand from desecration, when they have 
jlime to prepare for the contest. The danger is from a 
sudden attack upon some part of the coast left unprotected. 
Security from such an attack, must be sought for from a 
competent naval force. And should Congress at such a 
crisis. in our national affairs change its present course of 
policy to this hardy, energetic and industrious class of our 
fellow citizens, it could not fail to materially weaken this 
right arm of our national defence. 

The successful attempts made of late to ameliorate, 
instruct, and improve the condition of our seamen, though 
a most meritorious and praiseworthy service, leads many to 
forsake their calling as soon as they have saved sufficient to 
enable them to do so. This tendency is inevitable. It is only 
by offering higher rewards than have heretofore been given, 
that the merchant service can be properly supplied by na« 
]live seamen. The wages of this class have nearly doubled 
within a few years, and resort is had to foreigners, who 
are inferior to Americans, and subjects the vessel to a 
ifiscriminating duty, if more than one third of the crew 
Are foreigners. The object of this discrimination is to 
increase American seamen, and is intended as an indirect 
bounty for that purpose. This is part of the same policy 
with that which encourages the increase of seamen by the 
Ashing bounty. Instead of taking away this bounty, or 
jn any way diminishing what they now indirectly receive, 
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• the time will soon come when a more direct bounty must 
be given to our seamen, or the supply will be so reduced 
as to impair our commerce and weaken the national 
defence. 

Viewing the increase of seamen to be a matter of par- 
amount importance, little need be added in relation to the 
amount paid every year to persons engaged in the fisheries 
in this State. It would not probably fall short of one 
third part of the two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
annually paid out of the National Treasury. Whatever 
that sum may be, it is sufficient to enable those engaged 
in it to prosecute their business with tolerable success, 
though at great hazard and uncertainty. Take away this 
bounty, which is distributed three fifths to the crew, in 
proportion to the quantity taken, and two fifths to the 
owners of the vessel, and the business would inevitably 
languish and be destroyed. Even the agitating the subject 
is said to have retarded the usual preparations for the 
business. 

Only two objections have been urged against this meas- 
ure. One is, that it is a drain upon the National Treasury 
of one quarter of a million of dollars annually. If there 
was no corresponding advantage to the nation to compen- 
sate for this, believing as we do, that retrenchment should 
be practiced wherever it can be prudently done, it would 
go far to reconcile us to offering up our dearest State 
interests as a sacrifice to the love of our common country. 
But we are satisfied that such a sacrifice is not required. 
That it would be a sacrifice, not of State interests, but of 
the National interests, and weaken our national security. 
And should the nation pay grudgingly this small pittance 
of one quarter of a million of dollars to sustain this right 
arm of our national defence } It is the last remaining 
privilege of this meritorious class of our fellow citizens. 
It might with great propriety be asked, to what object of 
greater importance would you apply this sum so small 
in comparison with the increasing millions of national 
expenditure ? What class of men on whom the millions 
of the national bounty is annually bestowed is more mer- 
itorious than the seamen } 

The only other objection is, that it has a tendency to 
continue the duty of six cents a bushel on salt. It is 
believed that this duty is not an onerous burthen upon 
any portion of the country ; and considering the impor- 
tance of giving some encouragement to the domestic 
manufactures, may have little or no effect upon the price 
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to the coQ^omer. At any rate, it is not believed that this 
duty ought to have any effect upon the bounty, which 
rests upon an entirely different basis from a mere draw- 
back of the duty upon salt. Those engaged in the jGshe- 
ries are obliged to pay duties to government on the 
cordage, sail-cloth and iron used in building their vessels, 
as well as upon the salt with which they cure their fish. 
The mode of distribution shows that it was intended as a 
direct reward to industry and independent action amongst 
the fishermen. The great object of the law is to encour^ 
age the increase of able American seamen. This object 
it has accomplished. The great interests of the nation in 
peace and its safety in war, demand the continuance of 
the same policy. 

The Committee ask leave to submit the following Re- 
solves, to be adopted by the Legislature.

Chapter 93. 

Resolves relating to the election of members of Congress from the 

State of New Jersey. 

Whereas certain Resolutions of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of New Jersey, have been sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the Legislature of 
this State, by the Governor thereof, in accordance 
with the request therein contained, which Resolu- 
tions protest against, and condemn the recent exclu- 
sion, by the House of Representatives of the United 
States, of five persons claiming seats therein by 
virtue of a commission from the Governor of said 
New Jersey, authenticated by the great seal thereof; 
and whereas it is the duty of Maine to declare her 
opinion in relation to the subject matter of the Res- 
olutions aforesaid, not only from the respect due to 
the Legislative authorities of a sister State, but 
because she apprehends the highest danger to the 
security and value of her own right of representa- 
tion in the House aforesaid, if the extraordinary 
doctrine in the aforesaid Resolutions should become 
established in the practice of the federal government, 
and the elected Representatives of the people 
become thereby exposed to the degradation of con- 
tending for the rights of the popular voice, with 
persons, without other claim to act with them, than 
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the certificate of the State functionaries unsupported 
by, and in manifest contradiction to the popular 
suflfrage thereof, therefore, 

Resolved, That there is no other republican or 
constitutional basis for a claim to a seat in the House 
of Representatives of the United States than elec- 
tion thereto by a majority of the votes of the people, 
and that although the certificate of the State func- 
tionaries may be presumptive evidence of such elec- 
tion — it can never support claims when found to 
have been given in defiance of the clearly expresssed 
will of the only sovereign power of the country, the 
people. 

Resolved^ That this Legislature highly approves 
the conduct of the House of Representatives in 
excluding therefrom, those individuals who presented 
no other evidence of their claimed rights, than the 
certificate of the Governor of New Jersey, which 
was found and admitted to have been given in total 
disregard of the decision of the people, while it * 
deeply regrets that said House so long neglected to 
admit to seats therein those individuals who are 
ibund and admitted to have received a majority of 
the votes of the people of said State. 

Resolved, That while the Legislature entertains 
all due respect for the Executive of said State of 
New Jersey and the great seal thereof, it regards 
the rights and voice of the people as paramount to 
all official forms however solemn and specious. 

Resolvedy That the democratic Representatives 
in Congress from this State have the unqualified 
approbation of this Legislature for their successful 
efforts in maintaining the great principles upon which 
the government of a free people is founded, that of 
never permitting the will of the majority to be 
defeated. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to ^(^l^^"""^^ 
transmit a copy of the foregoing to each of our Sen-

Chapter •4. ^ 

Reiolves relating to the Northeastern Boundary. 

Resolvedy That the patriotic enthasiasm with ^ 
l^hich several of our sister States the past year 
tendered us with their aid to repel a threatened for- 
eign invasion, deniand our grateful recollection — and 
whilst this spirit of self-sacrifice and self-devotion to 
the national honor pervades the Union, we cannot 
doubt, that the integrity of our territory will be 
preserved. 

Resolved^ That the promptness and unanimity 
with which the last Congress, at the call of this 
3tate, placed at the disposal of the President, the 
arms and treasures of the nation for our defence-^ 
the firmness of the Executive in sustaining the action 
of this State, and repelling the charge of an infrac- 
tion of the arrangement made with the British 
liieutenant Governor in March last, and charging 
back upon the British government the violation of 
that agreement — their decision in demanding the 
removal of the British troops now quartered upon 
the disputed territory as the only guaranty that they 
jisinpereiy desire an amicable adjustment of the 
boundary question, afford us confident assurance that 
this State will not be compelled single handed to j 

take up arms in defence of our territory and the ^ 

national honor, and that the crisis is near when this 
question will be settled by the national government 
either by negotiation or by the ultimate resort.

Reaolvedy That unless the British government^ 
during the present session of Congress, nnake, or 
accept a distinct and satisfactory proposition for the 
Immediate adjustment of the boundary question, it 
will be the duty of the general government to take 
military possession of the disputed territory ; and in 
the name of a sovereign State we call upon the 
national government to ful61 its constitutional obli- 
gations to establish the line, which they have sol-* 
emnly declared to be the true boundary, and to 
protect this State in extending her jurisdiction to 
the utmost limits of our territory. 

Resolved, That we have a right to expect that 
the general government will extend to this member 
of the Union, by negotiation or by arms the protec- 
tion of her territorial rights, guaranteed by the federal 
compact, and thus save her from the necessity of 
falling back upon her national and reserved rights of 
self-defence and self-protection — rights which con- 
stitutions can neither give nor take away; but, 
should this confidence of a speedy crisis be disap- 
pointed, it will become the imperative duty of Maine 
to assume the defence of our State and national 
honor, and expel from our limits the British troops 
now quartered upon our territory. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to oor. m fnnsmit 
forward copies of these Resolutions to the Pres- **"****'' **' 
ident and Heads of the Departments, and to the 
Senators and Representatives in Congress from this 
State^ with a request to the latter to lay them before 
the respective bodies of which they are members^ 
also to the Governors of the several States with a 
request to lay them before their several Legisla- 
tures.

MESSAGE 



OF THK 

GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MAINE, 

TO 

BOTH BRANCHES OF THE LEGISLATURE. 



Gfe^NTLCMEN OF THE SeNATE 

AND House of Represetttatites : 

Assembling again for the discharge of the high trusts 
delegated to us by our fellow citizens, let us, while great- 
fully remembering past favors, look to the Dispenser of all 
good for a continuance of blessings, and for that wisdom, 
prudence and energy which should ever characterize the 
course of public servants. 

In proceeding to the discharge of the duty enjoined by 
the Constitution of giving the Legislature ioformalioa of 
the condition of the State, and recommending to their 
consideration such measures as may be judged expedient, 
permit me in the first place to call your attention to the 
condition of our finances, referring you, however, for par- 
ticular and detailed information upon the subject, to the 
Report of the Treasurer. 

It will be perceived that there has been a considerable 
augmentation within the past year, of the State debt. 
This, as you must be aware, has arisen from the extraor- 
dinary occurrences upon our northeastern frontier, and was ) 
provided for in the very liberal appropriations of the last 
Legislature. Whether the expenditure was a judicious 
and profitable one, regarding the whole affair^ as a matter 
of mere dollars and cents, is a consideration that few, I 
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presume, will be disposed to entertain. The honor as 
well as interests of the State was involved ; and the 
promptness, spirit and unanimity with which the case was 
met by the Legislature and by the people, was such, to 
say the least, as to command a warm and generous ap- 
proval throughout the Union ; and, may I not add, can 
never cause a regret in the bosom of any rightminded and 
truebearted citizen. 

A large portion of the expenses incurred in the border 
difficulties during the last year, will undoubtedly be 
refunded by the General Government 5 provision for which, 
I tvost, will be made at the present session of Congress. 
This sum, together with about ninety thousand dollars, 
the proportion belonging to this State, of " the Massachu- 
setts claim," which, it is believed, has been allowed by the 
accounting officers of government, and is now awaiting an 
appropriation by Congress, will reduce the State debt to 
a small amount, and leave our financial affairs in an easy 
condition. 

Though the difficulties in the way of procuring the 
State loan to be taken up abroad, have proved to be 
insurmountable, without paying an extravagant rate of 
interest, which I am persuaded would not have met your 
approval, the Treasurer, nevertheless, informs me that he 
has been able, by means of loans from the Banks and indi« 
viduals of our own State, to pay promptly the interest on 
the public debt and to provide generally for the necessi- 
ties of the Treasury, with the exception of monies due to 
the towns, and the temporary loans of the Banks. That 
something, however, should now be done to defray the 
expenses of government and to answer the legitimate calls 
upon the Treasury, beside borrowing, is manifest. Longer 
to depend upon this resource, would be as inconsistent 
with the true dignity of the State, as it would be impoli- 
tic in regard to ourselves and unjust to those who are to 
succeed us. I have, therefore, no hesitation in reeom- 
mending a renewal of the State tax. This was suspended 
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at a time, when extravagant notions prevailed in regard ' 
to the value and anticipated income of the public lands^ 
and is now generally admitted to have been a mistaken 
and unwise policy. Let us repair the error so far as we 
can. Let a State tax now be assessed for an amount suffi- 
cient, at least, to defray the expenses of government, and 
to pay the interest on the State debt, after it shall have 
been reduced as before suggested. 

I am aware that an objection may be, as it heretofore 
has been, urged, that great changes have taken place since 
the valuation of 1830, and that therefore, a tax based 
upon that valuation would be unequal and unjust. A 
proposition for a tax may always be met with objections 
of this sort, in a young and rapidly growing State, and 
subject, as all property is, to constant fluctuation and 
change. Precise and perfect equality is at no time attain- 
able. If you approach as near it as is practicable under 
existing circumstances, it is all that can reasonably be 
required of you. Our constituents, I am persuaded, will 
submit to it cheerfully. If they are too just to be unwil- 
ling to support a government instituted by themselves, and 
administered for their benefit, so are they too patriotic not 
to be willing to submit to far greater sacrifices than the 
assessment of this tax, unequal to some extent though it 
might be, when the good of the State requires it. Besides, 
is it not worthy of consideration, that if a tax based upon 
the last valuation would operate more favorably to one 
portion of the State than to others, it would be to the 
younger and newly settled portion ; and this claas of our 
population it has always been the policy of the State to 
foster and encourage. And still further, may not some 
offset for this inequality be found in the excess of. repre- 
sentation in the Legislature which the older portions of 
the State enjoy over the younger. 

The difficulty presented in this case, will very naturaUy 
suggest the expediency of avoiding it in fature, by caus- 
ing the valuation to be taken oftener than the periods now 
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fixed by law. Once in five, instead of once in ten years, 
it seems to me, would be preferable, while the State is 
rapidly advancing in wealth and population. 

The appropriation for the Insane Hospital made at the 
last session of the Legislature being exhausted, the work 
has consequently" been suspended. The cost of finishing 
the south wing and the centre, agreeably to the apparent 
design of the last Legislature, is estimated by the Super- 
intendent, at five thousand four hundred dollars — and for 
finishing the north wing, three thousand six hundred dol- 
lars. If an appropriation be made for either object, an- 
other appropriation, perhaps, will be needed to furnish 
suitably the part thus completed, and to defray the expen- 
ses incident to getting the institution into operation. In 
this event, also, it will be necessary to irake some provis- 
ion for the appointment of oflScers, and to adopt some 
permanent system of government for the institution.^ 

The omission to make an appropriation at the last ses- 
sion for a continuance of the geological survey of the 
State, I trust may be regarded rather as a temporary sus- 
pension of the survey, than a final abandonment of it. 
Aside from the public benefits anticipated from so trifling 
an expenditure, it would seem to be but just to those por- 
tions of the State, thus far neglected, that the survey 
should, at some time be resumed. The time of recom- 
mencement is not very important, and should of course be 
determined by the condition of the Treasury. 

On the subject of the Militia, I do not propose to make 
any suggestions in addition to those contained in my mes- 
sage of January last. My views, then fully expressed, 
remain unchanged. Permit me, however, to refer you to 
some valuable suggestions upon this subject in the* accom- 
panying Report of the Adjutant General. 

In regard also to the important interests of agriculture 
and education, I would respectfully refer you to my com- 
mufxication to the Legislature of last year, having nothing 
new to add upon these subjects. 

I feel constrained to repeat a former recommendation 
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in regard to an additional Judge to the Supreme Judicial 
Court. The experience of another year has only tended 
to fortify and confirm the reasons then advanced. 

The Commissioners appointed to revise the laws of the 
State, have, with the termination of the year, brought 
their arduous and important labors to a close. Their 
Report, which is before you, will undoubtedly receive that 
careful and laborious attention which its magnitude and 
deep interest to the State require. 

The duty of practising a rigid economy at all times, is 
obvious ; but especially is it incumbent on us in the pres- 
ent exhausted condition of the Treasury — and when the 
necessary supplies, for the present at least, must probably 
be obtained by a resort to taxation. 

The Act of March 21, 1835, restraining the emission and 
circulation of bank bills of a small denomination was sos* 
pended for the period of two years by an Act passed March 
B, 1838. The term of suspension being soon to exj)ire, 
the subject will require your further consideration at the 
present session. 

The subject of the currency is one of general and 
absorbing interest, and indeed may be said to affect, more 
ior loss, the business and interests of every man in the 
community. And however we may differ as to the best 
means of securing a sound currency, all will agree, that 
•«o unsound or unstable one, is a curse to any country in 
\irhich it exists. How it has been in our own country we 
all know from bitter experience. The wonderfully rapid 
transitions from abundant plenty to extreme scarcity, that 
We have so frequently witnessed, producing a correspond- 
ing change in the value and prices of property, while 
they astound those who are uninitiated in the mysteries of 
banking, are ruinous to the regular business and porsuits 
of all. And wiiat eke can rationally be expected? 
When bank bills constitute the currency of a country, 
and it rests in the decision of a few individuals, who are 
not directly amenable to the public, and who are actuated 
by like motives and passions, and governed by like inter- 
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ests with other men, whether money shall be plenty or 
scarce, it would be unreasonable to expect to be exempt 
from constant if not ruinous fluctuations. I would not be 
unjust to banks any more than I would to individuals. If 
they have rights, let them be scrupulously respected. If 
they are under obligations let their performance be rigidly 
exacted. Without therefore, seeking to destroy, I would 
contend for such a regulation and control of them as to 
prevent, if possible, a recurrence of the evils alluded to. 
They should not have the power, as they now have, inci- 
dentally, by the natural operation and effect of banking, 
to exclude all specie from circulation and to force an 
entire, and often a depreciated, paper currency upon the 
community. A portion, at least, of the currency, should 
be beyond their control and emphatically in the hands of 
the people. Then notwithstanding a sudden contraction 
of loans and a reduction of their circulation by the banks, 
the community will not be left destitute of a circulating 
medium, nor the streams of business iiearly dried up. 
One mode of effecting this, to some extent at least, is to 
prohibit the issue and circulation of bank bills of a small 
denomination. When these are withdrawn, the channels 
of circulation immediately become filled with silver and 
gold ; and the circulation once established, continues and 
becomes permanent from the very nature of the case and 
the necessities of business. So far as my knowledge 
extends, this was the operation of the restraining law of 
1835, and was only interrupted by the suspension of spe- 
cie payments by the banks. Prior to that event there was 
no want of silver. The small bills disappeared and their 
place was supplied with specie, 1>y a process so gentle 
that the change was scarcely perceptible while going on, 
and affected no interests in the community, not even those 
of the banks themselves, but for good. That such would 
be the effect again, under similar circumstances, I have 
no doubt. With these views, therefere, I cannot hesitate 
to recommend a renewed attempt, now or hereafter, as 
may be deemed best, to effect the design of the law 
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alluded to. No laws, however, can be effeclually exe- 
cuted unless sustained by public opinion, especially one 
of this character. Whether therefore the present, is, or 
is not, the best time to attempt its revival — whether it 
should, at first, embrace so many bills of a small denomi- 
nation — or whether all its provisions are judiciously ad- 
apted to the end proposed, are questions which your own 
experience, and the knowledge you bring with you from 
all parts of the State, of the views and wishes of the peo« 
pie, will enable you to decide satisfactorily. 

In general I have not deemed it expedient in my com- 
munications to the Legislature; to discuss political ques- 
' tions, however important they might be, when they had 
no direct connexion with the business legitimately coming 
before you — and it is without an intended departure from 
this rule, that I allude, by way of fortifying the views just 
expressed, to the prospect that an important change is 
about to be effected in the financial operations of the 
General Government, and consequently, though indirectly, 
in the currency of the country. " The Independent 
Treasury system," judging from the elections and other 
strong indications, after an opposition, able, long contin- 
ued and fierce, seems, happily, to have received the appro- 
bation of the people, and is probably about to be adopted 
as the established policy of the country. This contem- 
plates, by a gradual change from the present system, a 
payment of all dues to the National Government in silver 
and gold. The disbursements of the government bemg 
also to be made in the same currency, will infuse a larger 
portion of the precious metals into the circulating medium, 
and thus afford essential aid to those States disposed to 
restrain the issue and circulation of small bills, in carry- 
ing into effect laws enacted for that purpose. If, in addi- 
tion to this, we consider, that our own banks will undoubt- 
edly adhere to their honorable and commendable policy 
of maintaining specie payments, there can be no reason 
to doubt, that specie may be easily and abundantly obtained 
by the people to supply the place of small bills. 
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The long pending question in relation to our northeast- 
ern boundary, is still open and unadjusted, though we 
have reason, perhaps, for believing, that it has made some 
advances during the past year. We have had a renewed 
expression of opinion on the part of the General Govern- 
ment that the territory in dispute is a part of the State of 
Jlfaifie— <an indication of a determination to discharge, in 
good faithj the duty of that government to this State, of 
maintaining the integrity of its territory — and a national 
sanction of the military demonstrations made by this State 
in February and March last. It is also well understood 
now by all parties, that however patient and forbearing 
Maine will be while honest and earnest attempts are being 
made to run the line and definitely settle the question, she 
will not submit longer to be deprived of her territory by 
such a system of vexatious and unjustifiable procrastina- 
tion as has heretofi>re been practised ; and that the ques- 
tion must be settled speedily, in some way or other, if 
hostilities would be avoided. This is gaining something. 
When parties are fully aware of the precise position they 
occupy, the next step taken by them will be taken under- 
standingly, whatever else may be said of it. Again, the 
occurrences of last winter served to awaken the attention 
of the country to the momentous importance of the ques- 
tion, and to induce such an examination of it as to result 
in a strong and universal conviction, that the pretence of , 
claim set up by Great Britain to the disputed territory, is 
palpably unfounded. and unjust, and can be persevered in, 
only, through an utter disregard of the plain and unam- 
biguous terms of the treaty of 1783. 

Soon after the termination of your session in March 
last, a proposition was made by the British Government to 
the Government at Washington, for establishing a Com- 
mission for the purpose of exploration and survey, but it 
was connected with such limitations and conditions, as, it 
is understood, caused an immediate rejection of it by the 
President After which, and believed to be as early as 
July Vast, a counter project was submitted to the British 
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Goveromenty to which, as we learn by the late message of 
the President, no reply has yet been received. 

Pending this negotiation, it seems, the British Govern- 
ment has deemed it expedient to make an exploration of 
the disputed territory by Commissioners sent out for that 
purpose — ^the alleged object being, to obtain topographi- 
cal information, &c., as a means of promoting an early 
and just determination of the question in dispute. These 
Commissioners have completed the exploration and re- 
turned to England to report to their government. What 
that report is to be, or what is to be the effect of it, remains 
to be seen. The courtesy due from one government to 
another, requires us, perhaps, to believe, that the real and 
avowed design are the same, and that this survey has been 
undertaken really for the acquisition of information, and 
not for mere purposes of delay. At all events, a short 
time will determine. As the Commissioners may be 
expected to have reached England about the first of Jan- 
uary, there will be ample time before the termination of 
your present session, supposing it to be of the usual length, 
for the British Government to avail itself of its additional 
tnformation, and to communicate with the government of 
the United States, in reply to the counter proposition sub- 
mitted many months ago. If such communication should 
BOt be made within the time anticipated, I think you may 
feirly regard the British Government as having returned to 
Its old practice of procrastination, and will be justified in 
adopting more vigorous and determined measures than 
have ever heretofore been adopted, to secure to this State 
both her property and jurisdiction in her lawful territory ; 
unless the necessity for such a course should be obviated 
by the action of the General Government. What those 
measures should be, may properly be left to future consid- 
eration. I need not say, that, in all your efibrts to secure 
to Maine her just rights, you may depend upon my hearty 
co-operation. 

In giving you information of the doings of this govern- 
ment in relation to the disputed territory since the adjourn*

ment of the Legislature in March last, permit'me to refer 

to certain Resolves passed the twenty-third of that month. 

In one of them it is resolved as follows, to wit :— " that, 
''when he [the Governor] shall be satisfied either by the 
"declarations of the Lieutenant Governor of New Bruns- 
*'wick or otherwise, that the latter has abandoned all 
** intention of occupying the territory with a military 
" force, and of attempting the expulsion of our party— 
*' that, then, the exigency which called forth the militia 
" having ceased, the Governor be, and he hereby is author- 
" ized to withdraw the same, leaving the Land Agent with 
" a sufficient posse, armed or unarmed, as the case may 
"require, to carry said Resolve into effect." 

Soon after the adoption of this resolution I received 

the written assent of the Lieutenant Governor of New 

Brunswick to the following proposition made to him by 

Major General Scott, to wit; — "that, it is not the intention 

" of the Lieutenant Governor of Her Britannic Majesty's? 
'* Province of New Brunswick, under the expected renewal 
" of negotiations between the Cabinets of London and 
*' Washington on the subject of the said disputed territory, 
" without renewed instructions to that effect from his gov- 
" ernment, to seek to take military possession of that ter- 
*' ritory, or to seek by military force to expel the armed 
" civil posse or the troops of Maine." 

It appearing to me that the precise contingency con- 
templated by the Legislature had occurred, I could not 
hesitate to recall the troops. Any other course, it seemed 
to me, would be not only incurring needless expense, but 
disregarding the express directions of the Legislature. 
Nor was the step taken with any reluctance, as one, in 
the slightest degree, derogatory to the honor of the States 
We had never attempted or professed to take military pos- 
session of the territory. A recurrence to the Resolves of 
the 24th of January and the 20th of February, will show, 
that tlie object was to arrest trespassers and protect our 
property from devastation ; and of the la^t, particularly, 
to resist a threat of expulsion from the territory by the 
Lieutenant Governor of the Province of New Brunswick. 
The withdrawing the troops, therefore, was, in no sense, 
an abandonment of any position taken by this State. The 
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troops maiotained ibeir ground, while the exigency whicb 
called them out remained*— when that ceased they retired. 
For a more detailed account of military operatioos, I refer 
you to the accompanying Report of the Adjutant General. 
I cannot, however, permit this opportunity to pass without 
saying that the militia called into service, both officers and 
privates, with but few exceptions, conducted in a manner, 
in the highest degree creditable to themselves and to the 
State. 

In further compliance with the Resolve of the 2Sd of 
March, the Land Agent, with a sufficient armed pouef 
remained in the territory after the withdrawal of the 
troops. For a particular account of his proceedings, I 
must refer you to his Report herewith transmitted. It 
seems that during most of the time he has had in the ser- 
vice about two hundred men. That they have not been 
idle, will appear, I think, by looking at what they have 
accomplished. In addition to the labor expended in fur- 
nishing tolerably substantial fortifications erected upon the 
Aroostook, with two large block houses and similar build- 
ings at the mouth of Fish river, they have made over one 
hundred miles of road through the heart of the wildernessr 
---all of it being suitable for travelling with carriages and 
for the transportation of heavy loads. Booms have also 
been extended across the Aroostook and Fish riv^s, of the 
most substantial character, and much valuable timber 
thereby saved. On the whole, though the expenses have 
been necessarily great, it is believed that the true interests 
of the State have been promoted by the course pursued 
by the Land Agent and those who have been associaled 
with him. 

Early in the fall, complaint was made to me that the 
Land Agent of Massachusetts was granting permits to 
persons residing in the Province of New Brunswick, and 
others, to cut timber upon lands contiguous to, and lying 
upon both sides of the Aroostook river. And it was rep- 
resented, that if such practice was to be pensevered in> it 
would be impossible to execute the laws and resolves of 
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the State in relation to the prevention of trespasses upon 
the public lands. The evils before experienced from thit 
cause, and those apprehended, were represented as nu- 
merous ; and among others, that these permits were used 
by many as a mere cover for depredations upon the lands 
of this State. Under these circumstances I felt constrained 
to address the Land Agent of this State, advising that tl)e * 
utmost rightful power should be exerted on his part> to 
'counteract the designs of these persons ;•*— and that he 
tootify them, that if they persevered in their attempts, the 
Legislature would probably adopt scmie regulations in 
regard to the use of our public stream? which would ren- 
der the lumbering operations of but little avail to those 
engaged in them. The Land Agent conformed to this 
advice, and I am happy to state my belief, that no more 
permits were subsequently granted, and that most of the 
persons who had previously obtained permits, abandoned 
the design of operating under them. A few, however, 
did not, and whether any measures should be adopted in 
relation to them, carrying out the fiuggestion before made, 
it is for you to judge* 

The views which 1 have presented in* this communica- 
tion upon the subject of the boundary, were those enter^ 
teined independently of what is now an ascertained feet, 
to wit : that our territory is actually invaded, and of course 
mre to be modified by that circumstance. Official iofor- 
matioa of that fact was received by me a fow days since, 
whrle on my way to this place, in a reply of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor of the Province of New Brunswick to a 
letter of inquiry addressed to him by myself in relation to 
li»8 sabject. It is admitted that one or two companies of 
British troops have been stationed at Temiscouata lake, 
but it is alleged by the Lieutenant Governor to have been 
done, not by his own orders, but by the authorities of 
Lower Canada. This movement, I cann^^t but regard, 
ander whatever branch of British authority, or on wliatever 
pretence it may have been made, not only as a violattoa 
of the spirit of the arrangement agreed upon in March. 
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last, but as clearly an invasion of our territory. Under 
these circumstances I deemed it to be my duty immediately 
to communicate the facts to the President of the United 
States, with other, though less official information received, 
of the building of barracks by the British Government on 
both sides of the St. John's, near the mouth of Mada- 
waska river, which I did, calling officially for that action 
on the part of the General Government which the case 
required and the Constitution and laws of the United 
States clearly enjoined. A copy of this communicalion 
to the President, and of the correspondence between the 
Lieutenant Governor of New Brunswick and myself are 
herewith laid before you. 

I ought not, perhaps, to close this communication with- 
out adverting to a difficulty between the Stale of Georgia 
and this State, growing out of a demand, made by the late 
Governor of Georgia upon Governors Dunlap and Kent, 
to deliver up two citizens charged with the abduction of a 
slave from that State, and which persons, it was alleged 
had fled from justice ; and the refusal to deliver them up 
upon grounds deemed by the then Governors of this State 
to be constitutional and satisfactory. The proceedings of 
the Legislature of Georgia having been, at the request of 
the Governor of that State, laid before the Legislature of 
this State, and the latter having taken no action thereon, 
referring the whole matter to the Executive, the Governor 
of Georgia thereupon in his message to the Legislature 
holds the following language : 

" The conduct of the Legislature of Maine and the 
" previous conduct of Governor Dunlap and Governor 
" Kent, prove conclusively, that the opposition to the 
*' institution of slavery is so great among the people of 
"that State, that their public authorities are prevented 
" from obeying the injuctions of the Constitution of the 
"United States, when required to deliver up fugitives from 
"justice charged with the crime of violating the rights of 
" property in slaves. This State must therefore protect 
" by its own authority, the rights of its citizens in slave 
" property, against the disposition of the people of Maine 
" to violate them. For this purpose you will be justified 
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^^ in deciariog by law, that all citizens of MaiM who majr 
'^coiae within the jurtfidiction of this State, on board of 
<^ any vessels, as owners, officers, or mariners, shall be 
" considered as doing so with the intent to commit the 
•* crime of seducing negro slaves from their owners, and 
^ be dealt with accordingly by the officers of justice.'* 

Coming to Hs in a iess official character, but few, I 
thinfc, would regard this proposition as serious. Be that, 
bolvever, as it may, If there was the least probability that 
j^ch a measure could succeed in the Legislature of Geor- 
gia, some counter action on our part might, perhaps, be 
necessary. But I am sure it can never prevail. The 
proposition ao clearly violatea the Constitution of the 
United States, and is so subversive, not only of the plain- 
est principles of law, but of common sense and common 
justice, that the intelligent Legislature of that distinguished 
and gallant State will never sanction it. The late Gov^ 
ernor of Georgia and my predecessors, though not agree- 
ii^ in their construction of the Constitution in regard to 
the relative rights and obligations of the States, yet differ, 
priaeipally, upon a question of a fact, to wit : whether 
the persons demanded, were or were not fugitives from 
justice. For the decision of this question the Constitution 
has established no tribunal ; and Maine, in claiming an 
equal right with Georgia, to examine and determine it, 
believes that she is not only not violating the Constitution, 
but is plantihg herself upon the great doctrine of State 
figbts. Upon a question of this sort, then, where there is 
found to exist an honest difference of opinion, sure it 
would be worse than folly to array the citizens of the re- 
spective States in hostile attitude, and to regard large 
classes of the citizens, indiscriminately, of one State, as 
only bent on the commission of crime when entering the 
territory of the other. There is no reason why Maine 
and Georgia, though widely separated upon the map of 
ikvd country, should not be nearly allied in mutual respect, 
interest and kind offices. The state of public feeling in 
Maine has been entirely misconceived by the late Gover- 
nor ^ Geor^gifl. If there are aDy aiqong us who are did* 

32 
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poied to interfere with the domestic institutions of Georgia, 
^ or any other State, in violation of law, or who are disposed 

to obstruct the public authorities in the strictest perform* 
ance of the constitutional obligation to deliver up fugitives 
from justice, be the offence what it may, the number is 
extremely limited. I am persuaded that the present appa- 
rent feeling in our sister State, will soon yield to juster 
views; and that no root of bitterness will be permitted 
to spring up between the two States, tending permanently 
to affect the peaceful and friendly relations that ought 
over to subsist between the different members of our great 
confederacy, and whichj I am confident, the citizens of 
this State are disposed assiduously and sincerely to culti- 
vjate. 

I shall communicate with you further, by special mes- 
sage, as circumstances may require, during the progress 
of the session — a session, which I hope may prove to be 
both pleasant to yourselves and abundantly promotive of 
the best interests of the State.
